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This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.181, filed February 2, 2007, to withdraw the 
holding of abandonment. 

The petition is granted. 

A request to change the address of record was filed by the inventor on September 15, 2005. 

Due to clerical error by the PTO, the address of record was not changed. 

A Notice of Allowance and Notice of Allowability were mailed to the incorrect address on 
September 6, 2006. Petitioner states neither Notice was received. 

A Supplemental Notice of Allowability was mailed to the incorrect address on October 25, 2006, 
and was not received by petitioner.

Petitioner has demonstrated PTO error resulted in petitioner failing to receive the Notice of 
Allowance or Notice of Allowability mailed September 6, 2006. Therefore, the Notice of 
Abandonment is hereby vacated and the holding of abandonment withdrawn. 
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Technology Center Art Unit 261 1 will be informed of the instant decision. Thereafter, the 
Technology Center will prepare and mail a new Notice of Allowance and a new Notice of 
Allowability. The time period for responding to the new Notices will be set to run from the 
mailing date of the new Notices.
